Criminal Courtroom, Chicago, Sept. IO.— Ijpopold and Loeb 
have been sentenced to life imprisonment for murder and 99 years 
imprisonment for kidnaping. 
Smiling and apparently still unconcerned, Nathan Leopold 
and Richard Loeb appeared l>efore Justice John R. Caverly for 
sentence for the murder of Bobby Franks. 
“ Do you defendants have anything to say in this case?0 Jus­ 
tice Caverly asked. 
The boys rose und nodded in the negative. 
Then the judge started read­ 
ing his opinion. 
Justice Caverly said because of the great interest that this 
case had drawn both in Chirugo and throughout the land he had given the 
case his utmost thought and deepest consideration.

UTMOST NONCHALANCE

In order to make the curves as now outlined, each driver must 
firing his car to slow speed, and such speed does away with any 
Accidents.

MUSHROOM lights, placed at street intersections in Brainerd, 
are doing much to regulate and make safe Brainerd s heavy street 
traffic. Placed at our busiest intersections, they do much in a si­ 
lent way to check fast driving around corners and assist to keep 
traffic in certain well defined lanes. 
One corner, Southeast Pith and Calc streets, almost choked 
some days with the car travel from Detour Highway No. 21, is 
now rendered safe and sane by the work of the street committee 
of the council, which placed three mushroom lights at this point, 
fn order to make the curves as now outlined, each driver must 
bring his car to slow speed, and such speed does away with any 
accidents. 
Another bad corner so far as traffic is concerned was at King­ 
wood and Third avenue. There mushinom lights clearly define Ihe 
lane to be traveled and again assist in avoiding collisions which 
might previously have occurred when drivers at high speed made 
wide turns. 
By day or by night, the mushroom signals serve as markers 
and route travel most effectively. They permit of easy turns and 
are much better than large cement standards.

will lie all ready to spring because it can lie poin ted out with some justifies 
tion that tile Argentinian is a better lighter than he was a year ago and that 
he could give the champion a better light. 
Dempsey has been insisting thut he wants to get back to his regular 
business. 
He says he is tired of fiddling around in the movies and on the 
stage. 
Perhaps Dempsey is sincere, but it seems peculiar that lie does most 
of his talking just before one of his lilms is to be released. 
The last hunch 
of pictures he made are now ready for the screen and the champion is ru n­ 
ning around tile country telling one and all that he is ready to bop into the 
ring on a moment’s notice and light anyone the "public” suggests. 
The 
"public”, as referred to by prizefighters, is sort of an unknown quantity, ex­ 
cepting where it pertains to the gate. 
In justice to Dempsey, it must lie considered that he has never shown any 
inclination to dodge any of his challengers. 
Partisan supporters of Wills 
have been yelping for years that Dempsey had drawn tin1 color-line and that 
he was afraid to meet the former stevedore. There was never any reason to 
believe that Dempsey feared Wills, in fact, it is known that he always lins 
considered Wills to be easier than any of his rivals. 
Dempsey couldn’t fight 
Wills because of political obstacles and If Wills comes out of tile fight to­ 
morrow night tin1 winner, the promoters will have a tough time picking a 
spot for the match. 
Politicians who keep an eye on boxing are hoping that Firpo wins, be­ 
cause it will eliminate Wills from consideration and will remove that pesky 
"color-line” argument that is hard to answer when vote-getting time arrives.
